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^INE MONTHS AFTER the iirsl 
token dcmonstraiEon for the 
homeless at a luxury block of flats 
in Wanslcad, the squaticrs’ move¬ 
ment has now wide support all over 
the country. Reports are coming in 
of occupation of empty properties 
from many boroughs of London 
and also from the major low^ns of 
the country such as Birmingham. 
Manchester. Glasgow. Edinburgh. 
Brighton and Reading. A full list 
is not available as information is 
hard to conic by. Not only squatters' 
groups but the h timeless them selves 
have been occupying emply proper¬ 
ties on their own mitialive (c.g.. 
Stoke Newington—sec story below). 
The fiercest struggle to date has 
been in Ilford but it would be a mis¬ 
take to ignore the less dramatic ones 
such as in Fulham and Brighton

that the homeless problem produces 
rragedies unconnected with the 
^uaitcrs^ struggle. The tragic death 
in Oxford of a man threatened with 
eviction who blew himself up with 
gelignite w^as something that the 
pc>putaT presij tried to obscLire—first 


representing it as the act of a mad¬ 
man and then gratefully using an 
emolionai entanglement as the 
reason. The desperate act of the 
man in Camden who. when the 
bailiffs started smashing his door 
with crowbars, climbed onto Uie 
roof and threatened to throw him¬ 
self olf. is just another exampk of 
the fight of the individual against 
crimmally incompetent housing 
authorities and city planners. 

BMPORT4NT STRUCiGLE 

Nevertheless the struggle in Ilford 
is very impntani for at least two 
reasons. Firstly, that the struggle 
was started in the area and has a 
natural development with a growing 
number of active supporters whose 
serious involvement has brought 
them to the point of being prepared 
to risk their lives in defence of their 
ideas. Secondly, should they win the 
struggle, this will make Councils all 
over the country chary of using 
brutal violence by the use of private 
armies of hired ibttgs. 

Tlic tremendous support that 
working journalists of the press and 
television have given the squatters 
has also had a beneficial elTect to 
their cause. This is camparable to 
the ailitudc of the press in France 
in the struggle of last May. Their 
seriiius concern and thorough in- 
vesligaiJims lias led lo some accu- 
mte repimrrig for a change.“As TV 
and press men are usually regarded 
as the most cynical race on earth tt 
hi an indication that the squatters' 
case is unassailable. The moment 
any observer sees houses wantonly 
destroyed and blinded and realises 
that families live in filthy, ml-

1 n I Iford they have de¬ 
stroyed sound homes knowing that 
planning permission for their gran¬ 
diose schemes has already once been 
refused and that there arc 2*093 
objections to the plan 10 be heard 
not sooner than the end of 197L 
Should the plan be accepted* four 
thousand families will have to look 
for new homes and in the meantime 
live in the continual fear of eviction 
till 197! when the plan might come 
into action. 

The value of properly in the 
neighbourhood has dropped by 
£2*000 a house since the Council 
started buying and boarding up 
dwellings. Private owners, if they 
wish to sell* can otily sell to the 
Council because of the uncertainty 
of tenure. The Conneit also insists 
on vacant possession thus adding to 
the list of homeless families. John 
Clare in an excellent article in The

wisdom, have actually disciplined 
their members for daring to lake part 
in the squatters* struggle. This has 
not stopped the best of them. 

As for random accusations by 
those who stay away from the 



struggle of reformism and adven¬ 
turism* ii shows their pj>or under¬ 
standing of wfiai makasa revolution.

T he house we are occupying at 
the moment was by prophetic coin¬ 
cidence called Freelands by a past owner. 
The people who live in it now arc free 
men and women, besieged by authority. 
The house wc are occupying at 6 Wood¬ 
lands Road is one of the 63 homes made 
uninhabitable by the Tory Redbridge 
Council. Its (loorboards were ripped up, 
its siairca.se razed* electricity cables 
ripped out. The Council workmen missed 
the scullery, for the house's stone floor 
is solid. Neighbours in the area say it 
was a good house to live with nine 
rooms on two floors, and a ’lovely grassy 
garden', U is now a blinded wreck be¬ 
tween two tidy homes with pleasing 
facades. 

There are a lot of people who would 
be happy to live here who now live in 
halfway houses, in hostels, in dirty, rat- 
infested slums. But according to the 
Council, highways and city planning 
come before people. This property is 
earmarked for a theatre to be built many 
years from now. Until then, the Council 
wishes to leave it empty* one less piece 
of property to worry about, one less 
family with a home. 

Our intention was and still is to repair 
this building and to hand it over to a 
family in need. We made no decision 
who this family should be and wanted no 
payment for our work. We could have 
finished our job in another week. But the 
Council acted swiftly. They hired a gang 
of known thugs, Mr. Barry Qiiarlcrmain's 
private detective agency, a firm well-noted 
for its unscrupulous dealings, to violently 
evict us from this house and to stop us 
from doing our work. 

The following, an eye witness account, 
is also reproduced from T/?e Sguatters' 
Chrotucle. 

EVENTS OF WEDNESDAY, 

JUNE 25 

Wc were awakened by the smash and 
splinter of glass. H was 5,30, just after 
dawn. A band of rampaging thugs, 
decked out in a curious armour of steel 
helmets, long clubs, and dustbin lids, 
charged on to the lawn, whooping and 
hollering out battle cries. Barry Quarter- 
main and his celebrated henchmen had 
come to visit us. 

In seconds, wc had scrambled out of 
our sleeping bags and stood ready to 
welcome him. 


Clattering ihcir dustbin shields, they 
hurled rocks at ibe front of the house, 
sntashing every windoW^ 

Another regiment snuck up to the back 
of the house, scrambling over a car park 
wall and a roof by the Redbridge 

Council. 

The bailiffs in tbc front smashed ihc 
door down with a battering ram and then 
promptly met a booby trap. Groaning 
and cursing our ‘unwashed barbarian 
army', »hey fell through the open joists 


SECRETARY of State for Wales 
expressed himself of the view that if 
the extremists persisted in their policies 
they wottld cause someone's death, and 
then later staled that his words had 
tragically been proved justified. 

As he said, the small minority of 
extremist monarchists by persisting in 
staging their chamdes in Caernarvon, in 
the face of the obvious opposition of all 
reasonable Wclsb men, brought about 
this tragic result. 

What is distubing—however typical 
of politicians—-is that a formerly radical 
Welshman was s* anxious to disassociate 
himself from thise who protested that 
he suggested (hey wcic not Welsh. 

Though one understands for the wrong 
reasons, Mrs. ffcrt, standing in for the 
Secretary of Staw for Wales, condemned 
this act of bctra^l by Gwynfor Evans, 


and lay grovelling like wounded dogs 
five feel down on the cellar floor. 

Only one reached the gaping hole 
which was once a staircase. He was the 
seven-fool wonder of Mr. Quartermain’s 
private bodyguard, Brian Merely. 

We let him ascend the ladder to the 
top floor where he met his Waterloo. A 
half-brick and a glass of water sent him 
tumbling down, whimpering, to the 
ground. 

Meanwhile, we grabbed the ladder, 


The Chief Constable of the County 
admitted before the demonstrations on 
the wireless that if known opponents of 
the charade were seen in the area, the 
police would find some way of removing 
them from the ari;^. Even so, men were 
arrested for the mildest cotmter-demon- 
strations against this extremist monarchist 
parade. 

Fortunately the whole foolishness was 
shown up for the stupidity it was, the 
need to draft in 3,000 extra police 
inhibited any pretence that this was a 
joyful occasion with the monarch sur¬ 
rounded by her leal subjects—for once 
bombs achieved something! But let no 
one claim that this Investiture was any¬ 
thing but a right-wing demonstration— 
a demonstration this lime protected by 
the police,

bail Ilfs' property, and pulled it up to our 
own base. 

Suddenly, black smoke belched out of 
the back room on the ground floor. 

The bailiffs, in dcspciration. had 
started a fire. On instructions. of the 
Council, they also turned off the whaler 
Bui wc were prepared. We had filled 
the bathtub with water, knowing that 
fire was the only way the bailiffs could 
gel through our defences, 

Meanw'hilc, the police stood by, stand¬ 
ing as still as wax figures on the sidewalk. 
Inspector Millncr and his men observed 
casually and did nothing. 

One of the squatters jumped down 
from the top floor and smothered the 
fire with a tarpaulin captured from the 
bailiffs. By the lime the firemen arrived, 
wc had the situation under control. 

During the scuffle, we also were able 
to seize two ladders, a crowbar, shields, 
and a pair of goggles, I'heir insignia: 
London Borough of Redbridge. 

Exhausted, Quartenmain's army re¬ 
treated. They stood on the lawn shouting 
abuse. They offered us a battle in the 
streets, which we declined. 

Finally, (hey moved off, but not before 
Quartermain had proclaimed in a boom¬ 
ing voice which could be heard from one 
end of Woodlands Road to the other: *ril 
be back with a hundred men!' 

After the dejected thugs had retreated, 
a newspaper reporter shouted up: 'You 
anarchists can't organize but you sure 
can fight!' 

Ever since that day, children around 
the neighbourhood have been playing a 
new game called ^bailiffs and squatters'. 

On Saturday, Barry Quartermain an¬ 
nounced he had called off the illegal 
eviction and would seek to lake action 
through legal channels. His defeat must 
have been hard on his pride. Until now 
he has met victory after victory, his vic¬ 
tims being frightened families—women 
and small children. It must have been 
quite a blow for him to meet up with 
people who were able to confront him 
with his own military' tactics. 

But we do not expect such a megalo¬ 
maniac as Barry Quartermain to give up 
so easily. He will be back with his 
Gcstapo-style army for another dawn 
raid. And we will be ready. 

We consider that we arc doing the 
right thing. Our home, which we intend 
to turn over to a family in need, must be 
defended.

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COURSE THERE were no £ulU 
paiJie newspaper spreads, do hroad- 
(rasis in hushed (ones, and despite the 
many reporters present, silence through- 
out the press (with the ejccepiton of the 
Welsh Language papers who^. due to their 
Sinn 11 circulation, have been allowed to 
oppose the Investiture) and distortion on 
radio and television for the Investiture 
of the Poor held in Swansea on June 21. 

However, in a colourful procession 
led by the Prince and Drag Queen, 
waving benignly to the watching crowds, 
250 people, including some from up to 
SO miles away* marched through the 
centre of Swansea. Arriving at Castle 
Gardens, they were joined by u not her 
300, who partieipaied in a mock cer¬ 
emony closely modelled upon the 
Caernarvon charade (though without the 
10,000 tvzt that were an essential part 
of that spectacle). Qur investiture 
showed (and this was hardly difUcuU!) 
iust how absurd and costly the July I 
investiture was; The ceremony ended 
with the Prince collapsed on the ground 
under the weight of his medaU and 
personal fortune, foaming at the mouth, 
shouting abuse and being held up by the 
Queen, still smiling. Towards this 
juncture, the fuzz became noticeably edgy, 
through not nearly as edgy as ihcy were 
on the occasion of the Prince's visit to 
Sw’ansca, Despite police harassment, a 
street collection succeeded in collecting 
over ten guineas for the London 
Squatters. The theme of the demonstra-

lion was Homes—not Princes', 

The bask of (his protest, expr^sing 
repugnance at the £2,000,000 extrava¬ 
gance while there arc so many un¬ 
employed and homeless, differs from that 
of the nationalists, who are purely con¬ 
cerned W'ilh w^hat side of the border the 
Prince comes from. Charles himself in 
admitting in a Mml interview 

last month that his investiture would 
divert peoples' minds from the economic 
troubles shows a shrewd understanding 
of the r61e of the spectacle in bourgeois 
society. 

However, even the nationalist opposi¬ 
tion. posing no threat to capitalism or 
the bourgeois state has been ruthlessly 
suppressed by the police. Jn Caernarvon, 
new bye-laws were hysterically rushed 
through to give the police extra powers 
and special courts were held upon the 
evening of the Invest iturc to fine all 
the many people arrested (out of sight 
while the embarrassed television cameras 
were panning all over Caernarvon to 
find the desired 250,000 spectators—they 
found only hundreds of SR and foreign 
visitors and quickly turned back to the 
Investiture con cert)—their crime was to 
show disseni with the Investiture. Two

young people were <^ach fined £5 for 
booing and giving ft V^aign. The exact 
extent of the arrests can only be guessed 
ai as there has been a virtual press 
silence (as k to be expected). Neatly 
timed to arouse little attention, the Free 
Wales Army trial wa^ dragged out for 
54 days and the sentences made only 
small print beneath the pubUdty of 
Investiture day itself. The accused were 
imprisoned, initially iti solitary confine¬ 
ment, for live months^ Even those found 
innocent were bound over to keep the 
peace. 

On July 3, Charles carne to Swansea, 
escorted by his armed camp of followers. 
He gave everyone ^<yiething to cheer 
about when he turneaf Swansea from a 
town into a city! 1 ! A small group of 
seven Anarchists watclihtg this farce were 
surrounded by Special Branch and told 
One squeak and youVe inside’. Other 
people showing dtsse# were similarily 
threatened When Chiles arrived, our 
eomrades cheered kmily and dutifully 
as ordered to do by the SB. As they 
were leaving, they wjBre followed and 
pounced upon by the! SB. Four of the 
Pigs grabbed a comrade with a red and 
black badge and oncfSaid to another :

THE MILLS OF THE LAW 


^HE MILLS OF THE LAW have 
ground slowly to a hall and at the 
Old Bailey (Court W3) on Friday, July 4, 
Allan Barlow was sentenced to three 
sentences of one year (to run con¬ 
currently) and Phillip Carver wsls given 
suspended sentences of two years (con- 
currently). Carver has to pay £150 
towards the legal costs of the prosecu¬ 
tion, We cannot dcmonslraic at a savage 
sentence nor rejoice at an acquittal, Mr. 
Christmas Humphreys, the Judge, seems 
to have done the right thing for the 
wrong reasons. 

Whether this Buddhist conven was 
motivated by the saying of the Buddha 
that violence does not cease by violence' 
or by the terrorist act of three petrol 
bombs setting fire to the doorways of 
three assorted Spanish establishments on 
‘Ihursday night i or whether he really 
fas he h reported to have said) 'didn't 
want to make martyrs’ no one knows, 
and it would be contempt of court to 
speculate Or maybe Spain is ju.st un¬ 
popular now. 

Whether the strange silence of the 
ncw.spaper« on the subject was due to 
the pressure on space due to events in 
Ca.crnarvon or Wimbledon, or whether 
it was due to a conspiracy to keep it 
out of the papers, Buddha only kriow.s 

Suffice it that our comrades were duly 
found guilty on the charges by ten 
good men and one wonmn. J hey were, 
according to evidence, eaughi mtiaphor- 
ically 'red-handed' by police in a patrol- 
car who were keeping observation *on 
the bank and the street'. It may be that 
the Middle Ranh wan open and Ihcy 
were waiching (lut for the notorious 
teenage hippy Iwatnik layaboul nuclear 
disarmcr drug-addicu who once fre¬ 
quented that street But maybe the 
police were just pa.ssing the time awiiy 
and our comrades fell into their laps 
like ripe plums. 

The whole trial is illustrulive of ihe 
grotesque aspects of English law ft was 
held four months after the otTcnue was 
committed. Allen Barlow was adjudged 
to be loo much of a rkfc to he left al 
liherty. His companion in crime wan 
adjudged respectable enough and settled 
enough to be at liberty although at law 
they were both tried for the same 
offence 

Allen Barlow seemed to Have lost 


four months’ wages and four months’ 
liberty. As it turns out he has gained 
four months of regular visits and non¬ 
prison food, for the months on remand 
are deductible from sentence. ’Were he 
found innocent those months would be 
his loss! . . , he could, of course, sue 
for wrongful arrest. 

The case was postponed for a week. 
TTic reason may have been that 
Inspector Jack, was in Caernarvon on 
some errand or another—‘he seems to be 
connected with Special Branch. 

rhe case led a strange gypsy life for 
iU three days. We were warned it had 
to finish before Monday for the Judge 
bad some engagement for (hen, T didn't 
catch what it was. tn the Ohjicrver. 
July 6, there is given an instance of the 
Jaws delays when a judge adjourned a 
case because he had to get to a meeUng 
at the All England Lawn Tennis Club. I 
hope Mr. Christmas Humphreys had a 
better reason. 

1 he ease started on Wednesday morn¬ 
ing at the Old Bailey and after the jury 
had been sworn in we made our sep¬ 
arate ways fthc jury vtt bloc} to the 
Law Courts In the Strand. Cloak and 
dagger experts may see this as "security 
precauiions' but li seemed just part of 
the general lunacy after ail those wigs, 
shouts of 'oyer and terminal' ‘be ye 
upstanding!' and the gerjcral flummery 
of the Iftw. Nothing is ever explained 
Ui anybody, the counsel seem To be plity- 
irig a friendly gunie with each other, 
the Jiidgi: joining in uccasionklly, but tfie 
lule*^ are nwer dififClosed or even seem 
to be made up as we go along^ all 
this tak^st place over the head of Ihe 
lueklw, haplLSM prisoner, who is merely 
paying fnr all iIten and will be the chief 
sulfcrer at the end should fiis ude lose 
the contest. 

IJiilortunaiely our two comrades had 
ungaged dilfcreni advocate*. Lawyers

A small poetry magaziTte and a 
copy of Socialist Standard were minutely 
examined. Even more pathetic was the

Inspector Phillips irjfebrted by Phillip 
Carver to have c^j^enceil his cross-

A BLOODY INSULT 


IN THE SYMBOLIC ruins of Cueni- 
^ arvon Cjjs(le„ tlie symbolic leaders 
of every aspect of Welsh and English 
affairs played oul a coniplicaied game 
involving ancient bicrardiics« dignities 
and tuidilions which was a symbolic 
rnxult to anybody with some ideas about 
the future of our society. 

A twentieth-century Lord Snowdon in 
a green uniform which he designed 
himselL ^dso provided the design for a 
cross made of slate used during the 
ceremony. (Did he mean it to be 
symbolic of the grey poverty of the 
typical Welsh miniQg village?) 

’Without any noticeable cmbarrassmeni 
the television commentator continued to 
say things like truly respiendenL our 
prince, hi5 people, solemn and dignified, 
fervent crowd and so on. It was hard to 
believe. Half way through it all. Prince 
Charles, who the Dfiily Mirror has dis¬ 
covered is just an ordinary lad really, 
didn't jump from his seal, take off the 
crown, grin and say: 'It's okay folks, 1 
was only kidding.' 

After living in Notting Elill for a 
couple of ycars» beginning to be fooled 
into thinking that society and its institu¬ 
tions must be changing as fast as the 
minds of the people round abouL it 
comes as a shock to watch something 
like the Investiture of the Prince of 
Wales on television. 

In a journal for breeders of pedigree 
dogs, f read an article once about the 
decline in physique and intelligence 
among Pekinese dogs because of decades 
of in-breeding. Such gruesomely un¬ 
enlightened people as most of Europe's 
Royalty appear to be, they could prob¬ 
ably find a reasonable excuse on socio¬ 
logical and biological grounds. But the 
Labour politicians who took part can't 
be excused, they suspect even if they 
don't know. 

The Labour Home Secretary, James 
Callaghan, responsible for 35,000 men 
and women in Her Majesty's Prisons 
(what strange thoughts must go through 
that man’s head on a wamt and sunny. 
Royal day), read out the words of a 
medieval document which invested 
Prince Charles with the duty of holding 
and defending Wales to keep h loyal 'to 
him and his heirs. Kings of the Gntled 
Kingdom of Great Britain , , .'. At the 
last general cleelioii some of the liber¬ 


tarian left voted for Labour—as a 
compromise because they're better than 
the Conservatives. Would they do the 
same thing again, now that it has become 
even plainer that a political party must 
go through with the worn gestures of the 
institutions in which it becomes trapped? 

Ihe Investiture was a play on a stage, 
complete in itself, not needing a preface 
ax long as one of Shaw’.s explaining how 
foreign bankers, capitalistx, power and 
privilege make il certain that no govern¬ 
ment, because it is a government, can 
act in the interest of the people, in the 
battle for the minds and souls of the 
ne.xi generation, these ceremonial shows 
of strength by both sides—like the 
'October Revolution' which cost the 
ratepayer as much as ibis dtd—become 
important symbols, their practical and 
eflcclive value following from this. 

The success of this particular cer¬ 
emony, in the way intended becau.se 
revolutionaries haven’t learnt yet to 
turn these occasions into their own 
theatre, was mainly due to newspapers 
and television, eute stories about royally 
over the past few months leading up to 
the great day. True* delightful crowds 
can be found to cheer any procession, 
even if it's only a lot ol mothers who 
bring their children to see the horses. 
But I suspect that this sort of success 
eventually goes deeper than that. The 
Welsh Nationalists, by providing some 
ineffective but shadowy bomb-pianters, 
only served to strengthen and add 
another dimension, to the bright clear 
ceremony watched on television aJf over 
the world—fulfillmg the same mental 
necessity as the holiday accident figures 
do for people who indulge in the happy 
orgy of capitalist consumption over 
Christmas. 

We needn't quibble about the few 
hundred choasand pounds which the 
ceremony cost—cheap by any standards. 
We live in a rich country* and in the 
most rationally organised society* after 
the bread and houses have been seen to* 
it would be good to think that different 
sorts of ceremonial extravagance, carni¬ 
vals and street parries, would evolve tn 
the community. We can take it for 
what it was instead—a bloody Insult— 
and think of trying to reply in a su!table 
way.

Productivity! 
For Whom ? 


rpHE 10,000 LIVERPOOL dockers 
^ return to work after Uieir four- 
day strike havirig secured the posi¬ 
tion that only registered dockers 
should be employed at the new con- 
mmer base at Aintrec. The problem 
is not completely solved There are 
many anomalies to be settied, such 
as rates of pay and conditions of 
work- The employers will try to 
claim that contamerisaiion means 
unskilled work and as such rates of 
pay should be less. 

Comaiucrisation is not a com* 
plctcly new method of dock working, 
it has been worked on Uic Irish 
routes for many years and then to 
Europe. Deep sea routes have only 
been affected in the last twelve 
monihs Moving goods in bulk in a 
container h a revolutionary method 
of transportation and as such is far 
quicker and in the long term far 
cheaper. Dockers take the view that 
whilst the> are prepared to co¬ 
operate in these new methods of 
transportation they are not going to 
bear the full cost. 

The containerisation plan for Til- 
burj- was that 4tT50 diickers and 
niuc container ships would he doing 
the work of several hundred men 
and 40 conventional ships on the 
UK-Australia run- In terms of 
redundancies far dockers, seamen 
and brry drivers, obviously the 
transp<.^ri workers are paying for the 
modernisation

The employers claim that retire- 
men I and other wasitage would take 
up the redundancies and it might 
even be necessary to open up rccruit- 
meitt again to prcveni the labour 
force dropping too low. On the sur¬ 
face this all sounds very fine and 
human iiarian—BLrT! it is the 
amount of *job opportunities' that 
will be lost, this is ihc important 
point. 

The object of the lesson through¬ 
out industry, not only involving 
dockers, is a higher-paid smaller 
labour force, and the inevitable 
follow-on is 'What about the people 
who are NOT one of the higher-paid 
labour force, people who are physi¬ 
cally unable to cope with a smaller 
labour force doing the same work?' 
Golden handshakes may he very 
welcome at 63-64 years of age but 
they are not a great help at 45-50. 

There can be only one solution to 
the problem—it w^ill not go away 
because we try to 'skate round it' or 
ignore it. The solution is earlier 
retirem^t on a pension that allows 
one to Itve in comfort, plus a shorter 
working week Modernisation and 
labour-saving are acceptable to in¬ 
dustrial workers provided they arc

Al! the workers in the Dunlop Tyre 
Dept, have joined the T&G. But in the 
Regein Tyre Dept. 20 workers who had 
refused lo pay their union dues smcc the 
sacking of Bam ford, their libertarian 
shop steward, four months ago, suddenly 
got 6d. an hour rkc to keep them in the 
G^5:M rag-bag union. It mu?il he worth a 
tanner an hour to the firm to have Brown 
of the G&M negotiating for the men. 
Some Dunlop workers even reckon he's 
on a backhander from the firm, but this 
w^riter thinks he% daft enough to do w^hat 
he does fffic of charge.

keen to msc them win. Private and con¬ 
fidential G&M correspondence captured 
by local anarchists suggests that the 
union deliberately delayed reporting 
their failure to gel Bamford reinstated 
until the Easter holidays, in order to cut 
risk of strike action by the tyre men. 

According to our information the case 
of Bamford was dealt with on March 19. 
1969, at a meeting in Manchester, The 
letter reporting the outcome was not sent 
to the Rochdale office of the G&.M unlil 
Friday. March 28, and the contents were 
not released to Bamford until the follow¬ 
ing Thursday. The union's failure was 
therefore concealed for over two weeks 
in spite of persistent pestering by Barn- 
ford, and the blokes at Dunlop ha sc 
never been officially informed. A photo¬ 
copy of the union letter has now been 
circulated by the anarch ists at Dunlop, 
but sve believe the Regent and Dunlop 
workers should have the right lo regular 
union meetings on the premisia so that 
the union can be more easily called to 
account for itself. 

ANTIDOTE TO DICTATORSHIP 

For me trade unionism is the only 
organisation a working man has to 
better his lot and bring the day when he 
will take over the control of the fac¬ 
tories. But the crawling legalistic type of 
union like the G&M which puis the 
bosses* rule book before the blokes and 
is merely after political power for its 
officers and the gathering of tides, is 
repugnant careerism. 

Luckily, with so many twisted officials 
about, its a good job the English have 
a deep-seated distrust of all those in 
dressed-up jobs. In fact many W'orking- 
men often arrive by instinct at the same 
conclusion the anarchist achieves by 
reason. 

Party politics, thank God, leaves the 
English workers cold. That stagnant 
pool of political propaganda runs off 
them like water oil a duck's hack, for 
them only the sports pages have any 
appeal. 

Even the Good Soldier Schweik has 
nowt on our Andy Capp of England, 
where dictatorship goes lo the dogs, and 
politics and politicians gel the contempt 
they deserve.
